Alfred  Gwynne  Vanderbilt  played 
a trick  on  some  of  his  friends  who 
were  calling  on  him  in  his  apartment 
at  the  Plaza  yesterday,  and  enjoyed 
it  hugely.  While  the  guests  were  chat- 
ting away  about  Horse  Show  pros- 
pects, a magnificent  new  grand  piano 
that  had  just  been  installed  in  Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s  sitting-room  began  play- 
ing as  if  suddenly  possessed  of  a de- 
mon. 

Mr.  Vanderbilt  had  made  no  move- 
ment and  the  visitors  could  not  un- 
derstand it  until  their  host  explained. 

The  grand  piano  is  played  by  elec- 
tricity from  Mr.  Vanderbilt’s  dining- 
room.
